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Constitution  of  The 
Alumni  Association 

Changes  Made  Up  to  Present 
and  Proposed  Amendments 

The  original  Constitution  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Louisi- 
ana State  Normal  School  was  sub- 
mitted and  adopted  at  the  regular 
meeting  at  Natchitoches  on  May 
28,  1901.  (The  Alumni  Associa- 
tion was  organized  on  July  21. 
1894) . 

The  Charter,  incorporating  the 
Constitution  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, was  adopted  on  April  18, 
1913,  and  recorded  in  Book  1,  of 
Charters  Folio  50  of  the  records 
of  the  Parish  of  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana,  on  April  30,  1913. 

In  Baton  Rouge  at  the  regular 
meeting  in  April,  1915,  the  fol- 
lowing  amendment  was   adopted: 

"The  life  membership  shall  con- 
sist of  any  of  the  regular  members 
who,  in  the  course  of  not  more 
than  two  (2)  years,  shall  have 
paid  at  least  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars ($10.00)  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School 
Alumni  Association." 

On  April  7,  1922,  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association 
in  New  Orleans,  the  minutes  show 
that  it  was  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  name  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation be  changed  from  Louisi- 
ana State  Normal  School  Alumni 
Association  to  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. This  motion  was  carried  and 
all  future  minutes  referred  to  the 
corporation  as  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. 

The  following  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  were  proposed 
and  printed  in  the  Alumni  Col- 
umns, voted  upon  and  carried  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  Alumni 
Association  in  Shreveport,  Novem- 
ber 26,  1946: 

1.  The  name  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Normal  College  Alumni  As- 
sociation shall  be  changed  to 
Northwestern  State  College  of 
Louisiana  Alumni  Association  to 
conform  to  the  change  in  the  name 
of  the  College. 

2.  The  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  alumni  at  the  annual  spring 
homecoming  or,  in  case  of  an 
emergency  when  such  a  meeting 
can  not  be  held,  at  a  meeting  de-

signated  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Alumni  Association. 

3.  One  member  shall  be  added 
to  the  Board  of  Directors,  said 
member  to  be  elected  by  the 
Junior  Class  (incoming  Senior 
Class)  from  its  membership  on  or 
before  the  annual  spring  home- 
coming held  each  year  at  the  Col- 
lege, to  serve  for  a  period  of  one 
year.  Said  member  of  the  Senior 
Class  (incoming)  to  be  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Senior  Class  for 
the  ensuing  year  on  the  regular 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

PROPOSED    AMENDMENTS 
TO  CONSTITUTION 

Recommended  by  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Revision  and  Amend- 
ments to  Present  Constitution. 

1.  Delete  words  "provided  that 
said  corporation  shall  not  hold 
property  to  exceed  $300,000.00  in 
value,"  which  are  the  last  two 
lines  of  Article  III. 

2.  Article  IV,  under  (a),  which 
now  reads:  "The  regular  member- 
ship shall  consist  of  all  whose 
names  are  now  on  the  Roll  of 
Graduates  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  School  and  all  whose 
names  shall  hereafter  be  added 
to  that  roll,  upon  payment  in  ad- 
vance of  the  annual  dues  of  one 
dollar  ($1.00),"  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: "The  regular  membership 
shall  consist  of  all  whose  names 
are  now  on  the  Roll  of  Graduates 
of  the  Northwestern  State  College 
of  Louisiana,  successor  to  Louisi- 
ana State  Normal  School  and 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College, 
and  all  those  who  have  attended

this  institution  as  bona  fide  stu- 
dents, and  the  member  of  the 
Senior  Class  who  shall  have  been 
elected  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Association,  and  all  whose 
names  shall  hereafter  be  added  to 
that  Roll." 

3.  Article  IV,  under  (b),  which 
now  reads:  "The  life  membership 
shall  consist  of  any  of  the  regular 
members  who,  in  the  course  of  not 
more  than  five  years  or  less,  shall 
have  paid  at  least  the  sum  of  $25 
to  the  said  corporation,"  to  read 
as  follows:  "The  life  membership 
shall  consist  of  any  of  the  reg- 
ular members  who  shall  pay  the 
life  membership  dues  as  provided 
for  in  the  By-Laws." 

4.  Article  V,  Section  1,  Change 
the  number  seven  to  eight.  (This 
refers  to  number  on  the  Board  of 
Directors). 

5.  Article  V,  Section  2.  Add: 
"In  addition,  a  member  of  the 
Senior  Class,  selected  by  the 
Junior  Class  (incoming  Senior 
Class),  of  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege of  Louisiana,  shall  serve  for 
one  year." 

6.  Article     VI,     second     para- 


graph which  now  reads:  "The  an- 
nual meeting  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pub- 
lic School  Teachers'  Association, 
and.  in  the  event  of  said  associa- 
tion dissolving  or  not  meeting  an- 
nually, the  place  and  time  of  meet- 
ing of  the  general  membership 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,"  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  annual  meeting  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  held  in  Natchi- 
toches at  the  time  of  the  alumni 
spring  homecoming  of  Northwest- 
ern State  College  of  Louisiana  or, 
in  case  of  emergency  when  a 
spring  homecoming  can  not  be 
held,  at  a  meeting  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Directors." 

7.  Article  VIII.  Substitute  for 
the  words  NORMAL  QUAR- 
TERLY, the  words  "Official  jour- 
nal of  the  Association." 

In  the  Homecoming  Issue  of 
Alumni  Columns,  which  will  come 
out  in  May,  will  be  published  a 
complete  text  of  the  Constitution 
and  a  revised  form,  with  all 
amendments  suggested,  alongside 
for  comparative  purposes,  so  that 
a  more  careful  study  may  be 
made  prior  to  the  actual  balloting 
on  the  proposed  amendments.

Special  Theatre 
Workshop  Program 
Begins  on  June  7 

Summer  stock  with  all  the  facili- 
ties of  two  modern  theatres  will 
be  the  offering  of  the  College  for 
advanced  students  of  the  theatre 
this  summer.  The  program  begins 
June  7  and  continues  for  nine 
weeks,  during  which  time  seven 
three-act  plays  will  be  presented. 

The  Summer  Theatre  Workshop 
is  designed  to  give  all  of  the  usual 
benefits  of  a  summer  stock  theatre 
program  plus  the  theoretical  and 
technical  background  of  the  work 
performed.  Students  enrolling  in 
the  course  will  devote  full  time  to 
dramatics,  including  advanced 
study  of  make-up,  costuming, 
lighting,  scenery  construction,  act- 
ing, advertising  and  business  man- 
agement of  a  theatre  and  directors' 
problems. 

The  facilities  for  doing  the  work 
offered  will  be  amply  provided  in 
the  two  fully  equipped  theatres  in 
the  Fine  Arts  Building.  This 
equipment  consists  of  adequate 
lighting  equipment  with  flexible 
switchboards,  formal  and  sky 
cycloramas,  counterweighted  bat- 
tens, exterior  drops  and  set  pieces, 
an  ample  supply  of  scenery,  a 
paint  dock  and  a  scenery  dock, 
each  equipped  with  hand  and 
power  tools. 


The  summer  stock  work  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert 
B.  Capel.  assisted  by  Mr.  W. 
Frederic  Plette.  Dr.  Capel  has 
directed  theatre  programs  in  col- 
lege theatres  in  Iowa,  Arkansas 
and  Louisiana  for  the  past  15 
years.  He  holds  membership  and 
is  active  in  many  state  and  na- 
tional speech  and  dramatic  organi- 
zations. 

Mr.  Plette  has  been  a  technician, 
director  and  actor  for  15  years. 
He  has  appeared  in  New  York 
with  such  notables  as  Orson 
Welles,  Grant  Mitchell  and  Butler 
Davenport.  He  is  a  leader  in 
National  Thespian  society  activi- 
ties and  holds  membership  in 
numerous  speech  and  theatrical 
organizations.
